Times tells of how the merchants in 
that city made it warm for the agent 
of a Milwaukee store who tried to sell 
goods there: 


"A representative of GimbeS Broth- 


ers who attempted to sell merchan- 
dise to the retail trade in this city 
by sample the past week, met with a 
rather discouraging reception and 
was glad to leave town Thursday 
with very few sales to hi.s credit. He 
exhibited his samples in the hotel 
sump'e room and handed out cards 
s >liciting retail trade, which came ir. 
the notice of local merchants and was 
considered a violation of the transient 
merchant act. Finding that the sales- 
man had neither state nor city license 
District Attorney Brazeau was noti- 
fied and he arrived Thursday morn- 
iiijf to prosecute. 
As no criminal 


action could be sustained a civil action 
to enforce a forfeiture'wascommenced 
under the supposition that '.he goods 
sold were shipped from the Milwaukee 
branch of Gimbel Brothers. 
Upon 


; investigation, however, it was shown 
that the goods were intended to be 
shipped from the factory at Philadel- 
phia and consequently the man was 
protected by inter-state commerce law. 
i he action was dismissed and the it- 
inerant retailer left town." 


In commenting on the matter the 
limes says.: 


"There seems to be a growing ten- 


dency on the part of such city depart- 
ment stores as are not enjoying a 
heavy wholesale trade in the smaller 
towns to encroach upon the rights, of 
the local merchant, and it should be 
promptly checked in every instance. 
J. he practice is not only detrimental 
to the home merchant, but is also a 
trap for the consumers who buy by 
sample and are 
seldom (j'ven the 


goods they expect. The men who pay 
taxes on their large stocks in to'wii 
are entitled to all the protection that 
onr, in .this respect, too liberal laws 
provide, and should be aided by the 
authorities in every feasible way'" 


This is all trno and right 'to the 


point. 
The city of Grand Rapids 


periodically suffers from these attacks 
of sharks from outside the city, and if 
pur people are so foolish as to patron- 
ize them the merchants should use 
their efforts to stop the practice. 


There may have been a time when 


the merchants of Grand Rapids were 
unable to supply the people with good 
enough goods to satisfy" their wants, 
but those days have gone by. There 
are now numerous stores in the city 
that keep a good variety of goods, and 
the 
proprietors 
stand 
readv and 


anxious to order anything thafcan be 
obtained in the big cities that they do 
not carry in stock, so that there is no 
excuse for flocking to patronize an 
outside firm. 


It is possiblv a fact that some of the 


local merchants set the pace for their 
customers by sending outside for their 
printing where they can save' a few 
cents, but this fact should not debar 
them from trying to make everybody 
else trade at home. 


SUFFERED FROM COLD. 


Engineer Has Thrilling Experience 


at Rudolph. 


On Tuesday night of last week En- 


gineer James had an experience at 
Rudolph that he will not forget in a 
hurry. 


Mr. James was pulling a freight on 


the St. Paul that night and when Ru- 
dolph was reached they -were unable 
to make the grade at that place, which 
is quite steep. An attempt was made 
to double up the hill, and when this 
had been partly accomplished the en- 
gineer discovered that the water in the 
lank was getting low. 


The engine was run to Junction 


City for water, but when Rudolph was 
again reached the injector on the en- 
gine was found to be frozen. 
The 


weather 
was bitter cold, mercury 


standing about twenty degrees below 
zero, but there was no'thing to do but 
take the fire out of the furnace, which 
was done. 


Mr. James then stayed by his en- 


gine, attempting to keep the machine 
warm enough so that Hie boiler and 
pipes would not freeze up and burst, 
and thus cripple the locomotive seri- 
ously. He succeeded in this to a cer- 
tain extent, but in working in the 
severe cold he sustained several frost 
bites, one foot being so badly frozen 
that it is thought that amputation 
will be necessary. 


When the morning passenger came 


along next day the freight train was 
gotten up the hill with the aid of the 
locomotive from this train, which had 
to make several trips to do the work 


f o n account of being unable to leave 
| the passenger coaches by themselves, 
owing to the cold weather that pre- 
vailed. 


It is needless to say that it was. an 


experience that none of the train crew 
would care to repeat. 


Kn Old Settler Gone. 


On Wednesday last week occurred 


the death of Thomas E. Whitman at 
the home of his son, Frauk in the 
town of Rudolph, the deceased being 
aficd 78 years, 10 months and 21 days. 
His death was the result of a stroke 
of paralysis which he sustained on 
February 13th. 


Mr. Whitman was one of the oldest 


residents of Rudolph, haying settled 
there in 1857, when he engaged in 
farming, making a continuous resi- 
dence o f some 46 years.

He came 
to Rudolph in 1857 and settled upon a 
farm, and was one of the first in the 


town to engage in agricultural pur- 
suits.

Ji-.ue Van Epps, and seven children 
were born to them to bless the union, 
four of whom are now living. For the 
past ten years he has made his home 
with his son Frank. 
^ He was stricken with paralysis on 
Friday, Fedruary Uih and lived until 
the following Wednesday when he 
passed away. 


^ The funeral services were held on 
Saturday morning at the M. E. church 
in this city, Rev. Peterson preform- 
ing the last sad rites.

theory. The system of checks and b«l- 
unces does not operate as its inventors ! 
intended. The president wns to have 
had the power of selecting his subordl 
nates; the senate, through the exercise 
of the power of continuation, was to 
prevent the appointment of unworthy 
men, especially of men who might con- 
nive with tbe president to usurp pow- 
er. In practice most of the president's 
subordinates nre forced upon him. He 
usually selects after consultation with 
a senator, who stands for (he whole- 
senate, for lie has its power behind 
him through a custom which has grown 
to be a rule of conduct, known as the 
"courtesv of the senate."- Century.

I remained there all day 


nil put in the time in looking over 
he city, and although 1 was not at 
ionic and could not talk the language 
of the country, I enjoyed my visit very 
nuch. The city of Paris is certainly 
nil of wonderful sights and a strang- 
er in the city can find many interest- 
ng things to attract his attention. 
The people are very accomodating, 
active and interesting. 


Leaving Paris and passing thru 


France I paid particular attention to 
the farms and fanners. 
Everything 


there looks queer to a person who is 
not used to the country. The farmers 
liave a way of hitching their horses 
in a line, one ahead of the other when 
Ihey plow or do other teamwork, but 
in harrowing they hitch their animals 
side by side. 
The land there is roll- 


ing, similar to western Wisconsin, 
and many beautiful villas are to be setMi 
while passing thru France. I stopped 
oft' at the city of Belford, where one 
of the big battles was fought between 
Germany and France in !S71. 
The 


forts about the city are immensely 
large. 


Arriving at Basle I remained over 


night and while there I had a chance 
to see the Boer general Delarey and 
his family. The city of Basle is lo- 
cated on the boundary of Switzerland 
and is a very lively pla.ce. 
Nearly all 


the travelers going to and 
from 


foreign countries have to pass thru 
it, which necessarily makes it busy 
here all the time. 


Arriving at Altdorf, my old home, 


I lonnd myself almost a total strang- 
er. 
Half my old school friends had 


eft the country and those that re- 
iiiaincil had changed so that I did not 
•ecogniy.e them. 
The country, how- 


ever, looked much the KLine as when 
! left. It seemed almost as familiar 
as when I saw it last some eighteen 
years before. 


Altdorf is a nice little city of some 


three thousand souls and is surrounded 
by high mountains. 
The first ten 


days 1 spent with my relatives and 
friends who live at Altdorf and vicin- 
ity. They were greatly surprised tp 
see me once more, for Ihey did not 
know that I was coming, but. all ge'.ve 
me a royal welcome and entertained 
meiii a manner thatl will never forget. 


After I had visited all my relatives 


and friends I started on a trip thru 
the country and cit ies of Switzerland. 
I also went thru a part of Italy and 
Austria, and while I consider my time 
well spent it would take too much 
space to descri.be all of the cities 1 
visited in detail. 
Leaving Altorf 1 


went first to Berne, via Lucerne, Em- 
mentha.1. 
Going thru ISmiuen thai I 


visited some of the cheese factories 
where they make 
the Remmenthal 


Kase. considered 
the best 
cheese 


manufactured in the world. 


Arriving at Berne I spent two days 


looking about the city. The most in- 
teresting sights there were the par- 
liament and the monster cathedra.',. 
I expected to meet the Unitetl States 
consul while there, but he happened 
to be absent, so could not see him. 
The city of Berne lies high and the 
country is hilly, making a very pic- 


Wt 


ttiresque place. The river Aar pas.se 
thru the center of the city half-moon 
like, and is spanned by several steel 
bridges. 
Leaving Berne I went to 


Geneva. This city is located on Lake 
Geneva, is very pretty and lively, and 
the people there call it the second 
Paris. 
Here I took a steamer and 


went up thru the Lake to Vevey. 
The scenery on both sides of the lake 
is grand and on the shores are located 
many hotels and summer 
resorts, 


thousands of 
foreigners spending 


their vacations on the shores of the 
lake. 


At Vevey I called on Dr. and Mrs. 


H. Rossier and had a very pleasant 
visit with them. 
Ur. Rossier is a 


brother to Emil Rossier of Grand 
Rapids. 
Leaving Vevey I. took the 


Yurr Simplon train to Briquc, via 
Montreay, Clarens, St. Maurice, Sion 
and Visp. The Simplon railroad ends 
at Brique. but the company is build- 
ing a 
tunnel thru Mount Sitnpioii, 


which 
will 
hi; a little over twelve 


miles long. When complete this rail- 
road will connect with the Italian 
railroau at Domod-Osscla. 
As it i.s 


now all the traffic 
from southern 


Switzerland to Italy has logo by way 
of Bcrnc, Lucerne Golharil and Milan. 
I remained a day at Brique and put in 
the time watching and inspecting the 
work on the tunnel. About four and 
one-half miles arc now constructed 
on each side and it i.s expected that it 
will be finished in two years. 


From Brique 1 intended to cross the 


mountains on the Turkish pass to 
Goshener, but some of the experienced 
ones told me that-I had better not try 
it, for the snow was deep and the trip 
was an impossibility. Leaving Bri- 
(jne I headed for Zurich, via Lausanne, 
Yvcrdon, Xewclnttci, Solothurn, Olten 
and Aaran. 
The country between 


Lau:,anne and Xurich very pretty, 
and Zurich is the largest" city in 
Switzerland. 
The people there arc 


very friendly and pleasant. 
From 


Zurich I went to Milan, Italy, via. Zur., 
Artgoiden, 
Go.ihcncn, 
Bollinzana, 


Lugano, Chiassa and Como. 
On the 


v.-ay to Milan I stopped at Lugano and 
spent two days 
;<nu>ni; tlie Swiss 


Italian people. 
While'there 3 went 


enabled to get to and from the hotel. 
The scenery io this section is certain- 
ly grand and picturesque, but probably 
impresses one even more stiongly 
who has lived in a Hat country for a 
number of year." 


At Milan I.spent the dayin walking 


about the city and found it very in- 
teresting. The cathedral, which is a 
wonderful building, is located in ihe 
heart of the city and all street car 
lines lead 
to it, and 
the people 


are 
very 
frieudlv 
and 
polite. 


While there I went to look over the 
cemetery a-jd had chance to witness 
an Ituliau 'uueral, which was a very 
interesting sight. 
The 
cemetery 


there is the nicest I ever saw. 


Leaving Milana I returned to Alt- 


dorf to spend Christmas with my rela- 
tives and enjoyed a pleasuut • time 
with them. I then went to Iiiterlaken, 
Bemier Oberland, via Lucerne, Berne 
and Thun. 
The scenery of Bernier 


Oberland is grand. 
Anybody who 


comes here says that they never saw 
any nicer country. 
Yungfrait takes 


the 
attention of everybody coming 


here, A railroad is now being con- 
structed to the top of the mountain 
in order that the tourist may get to 
the peak in an easy manner. 
The 


road is a diflicult one to construct, 
for over half the distance is tunnel 
work. The route runs up like a wind- 
ing stairway and along the way there 
are many difficulties forthe engineers 
to surmount, 
I stayed two days in 


the mountains and had it been sum- 
mer time 1 should have stayed a month. 
It is very hard to climb the mountains 
in the winter time, and dangerous 
besides. People who saw the panora- 
ma of Berr.er-Ouerlatid at the world's 
fair in l'Ji)3 can lorm some idea of the 
scenery here. 


Leaving 
the mountains I started 


for Cluir, where I stayed over night. I 
visited the Bishops Palace, which is a 
most beautiful building, but the city 
of Clmr is itself a very dead place in 
the winter lime and very little busi- 
ness is done there in '.Int season of 
the year. The city is surrounded on 
three sides by mountains, but they 
are not so high as the mountains in 
Berner-OberUuid. 
On my way back 


1 went to Feldkirch, Blundenz mid 
Austria. 
While there the weather 


was bad so that I could not get about 
much to see the country. Leaving 
Bludenz I started for Shaihaiisen 
where I arrived safely, going bv the 
way ol Koeshach, St. Maragaret, St. 
Uallen, 
and 
Winthertliur. 
The 


country between Rorshach and Shaf- 
hausen is very nice, similar to south- 
ern Wisconsin. There are no Mount- 
ains, only small hills, with here and 
there very pretty villages. Nearly all 
the manufacturing is done in that 
part of Switzerland for the reason 
that it is easier to build factories and 
transport the material 
where there 


are no high mountains. 


The city' of Shafhausen is very in- 


teresting, being located in the valley 
of the Rhine river. The river runs 
through the center of the citv, and 
below are the beautiful Rl-iinef.tlls, 
which make a grand sight. 
From 


Shafhausen I started back for the 
mountains and Altdorf and intend to 
spend the rest of my time while I re- 
maiu in Switzerland with my rela- 
tives and friends. 


On my jaurney thru the country I 


have taken in all that was of any in- 
terest to me. 
The 
prosperity of 


Switzerland for the laboring man is 
not very good at present. 
Wages are 


low and provisions are high. The pre- 
sent market price of farm products is 
about as follows: Meat 12 to ISc; but- 
ter 25 to SOc; cheese 25 to 28c; potatoes 
60 to 72; eggs 28c. Flour is imported 
from America and sells at §3.00 per 
barrel. A good deal of mess pork is 
imported from America also, but tlie 
Swiss people do not seem to take very 
kindly to it. Since I have been here I 
have seen many kinds of American 
goods, such as carpenter tools, etc. 
The American made carpenter tools 
take the lead now, as all claim that 
they are the best made, which makes 
me feel proud eyen tho I am not in 
the tool-manufacturing business. 


We are not having a very cold win- 


ter here. At Altdorf there is no snow 
and the weather is warm, but un- 
healthy. Three-fourths of tlie people 
have been sick. 
I do not know yet 


vfhen f will return home. 
My rela- 


tives have been coaxing me to stay 
during' the coming summer, but I 
shall not remain that long. 
Hoping 


that these lines will find all my Wis- 
consin friends enjoying good health I 
will close.

Tush the growth nil you dare to, 
and cut off one-third of the lops when 
top heavy. Then plant out in good soil 
in early spring, with three or four inch- 
es space between each two plants iu 
the rows aud tho rows fourteen or fif- 
teen inches apart. If t.iiis is followed, 
you will bo liable to grow very large, 
fine bulbs.—T. Greiucr in Farm and 
Fireside.

Times tells of how the merchants in 
that cit>- made it warm for the agent 
of a Milwaukee store who tried to sell 
goods there: 


"A representative of Gimbel Broth- 


ers who attempted to sell merchan- 
dise to the retail trade in this city 
by sample the past week, met with a 
rather 
discouraging reception and 


was glad to leave town Thursday 
with very few sales to his credit. 
He 


exhibited his samples in the hotel 
sample room and handed out cards 
soliciting- retail trade, which came to 
the notice of local merchants and was 
considered a violation of the transient 
merchant act. 
Finding that the sales- 


man had neither state nor city license 
District Attorney Brazeau was noti- 
fied and he arrived Thursday morn- 
ing- to prosecute. 
As no criminal 


action could be sustained a civil action 
to enforce a forfeiture'was commenced 
under the supposition that the goods 
sold were shipped from the Milwaukee 
branch of Gimbel Brothers. 
Upon 


investigation, however, it was shown 
that the goods were intended to be 
shipped from the factory at Philadel- 
phia and consequently "the man was 
protected by inter-state commerce law. 
The action was dismissed and the it- 
inerant retailer left town." 


In commenting on the matter the 
Times say&: 
| 
"There seems to be a growing ten- 


l dency on the part of such city depart- 


i ment stores as are not enjoying a 
heavy wholesale trade in the smaller 
towns to encroach upon the rights of 
the local merchant, and it should be 
promptly checked in every instance. 
The practice ss not only d'etrimental 
to the home merchant, but is also a 
trap for the consumers who buy by 
sample and are 
seldom given the 


goods they expect. The men who pay 
taxes on their large stocks in town 
are entitled to all the protection that 
our, in vthis respect, too liberal laws 
provide, and should be aided bv the 
authorities in every feasible wayT" 


This is all true and right to the 


point. 
The city of Grand Rapid* 


periodically suffers from these attacks 
of sharks from outside the city, and if 
our people are so foolish as to patron- 
ize them the merchants should uae 
their efforts to stop the practice. 


There may have been a time when 


the merchants of Grand Rapids were 
unable to supply the people with good 
enough goods to satisfy" their wants, 
but those days have gone by. There 
are now numerous stores in the city 
that keep a good variety of goods, and 
the 
proprietors 
stand 
ready 
and 


anxious to order anything that can be 
obtained in the big-'cities that they do 
not carry in stock, so that there is no 
excuse for flocking to patronize an 
outside firm. 


It is possiblv a fact that some of the 


local merchants set the pace for their 
customers by sending outside for their 
printing where they can save a few 
cents, but this fact should not debar 
them from trying to make everybody 
el&e trade at home.

was done. 


Mr. James then stayed by his en- 


gine, attempting to keep the'machine 
warm enough so that 'he boiler and 
pipes would not freeze up and burst, 
and thus cripple the locomotive seri- 
ously. 
He succeeded in this to a cer- 


i tain extent, but 
in working in 
the 


severe cold hesustaiued several frost 
bites, one foot being so badly frozen 
that it is thought that 
amputation 


will be necessary. 


When the morning passenger came 


along next day the freight train was

another. 
In practice the government 


is not carried on in harmony with this 
theory- The system of checks and bal- 
ances does not operate as its inventors 
intended. 
The president was to have 


had the power of selecting his subordi- 
nates; the senate, through the exercise 
of the power of confirmation, "was to 
prevent the appointment of unworthy 
men, especially of men who might con- 
nive with the president to usurp pow- 
er. In .practice most of the president's 
subordinates are forced upon him. He 
usually selects after consultation with 
a senator, who stands for the whole- 
senate, for he has its power behind 
him through a custom which has grown 
to be a rule of conduct, known as the 
"courtesy of the senate."—Century.

Deadwood was made by the old coach j 
In 1S70. As the surrounding country 
was filled with hostile Sioux Indians, 
who after the Custer massacre of the 
previous June hud split into small 
bands, and with white desperadoes, 
who were even more bloodthirsty than 
the red men, the shipment of gold be- 
•came a matter of grave importance. 


The first shipment was made by the 


Wheeler brothers. 
They decided to 


'employ a guard to convoy themselves 
and their gold out of the Black Hills. 
"The guards were selected from old and 
tried mountaineers and frontiersmen, 
who were paid $25 a day for their 
services and accompanied the gold un- 
"till the railroad was reached. 


Thus the now famous Deadwood 


coach made its first trip and made it in 
safety. The coach was afterward fre-! 
quently attacked and robbed by the I 
"road agents" or Indians after fierce i 
fights with the guards. One day not 
many weeks after the coach had been 
started it left Cheyenne in charge of a 
famous driver, known as "California 
-•Charlie." A constant lookout was kept 
for Indians. Custer City was reached i 
1n safety, and on the return trip ev- 
erything went well until the stage- 
coach reached a dry creek bed a few 
miles out of Custer. 


Here, without the slightest warning, 


ai band of Indians in full war paint 
-sprang from ambush and commenced 


bankers would probably have Alarge 
gums of money with them, decided to 
stop the coach and rob the men. 


Shortly before the appointed time the 


desperadoes left Deadwood and pro- 
ceeded to a point about three miles 
south of the town, near the present lo- 
cation of the town of Pluma. The driv- 
er of the incoming Deadwood coach 
was a man named Johnnie Slaughter, 
who was universally beloved and re- 
spected by those who knew him. 


Upon the arrival of the coach at the 


rendezvous of the desperadoes they 
made their appearance and ordered 
Slaughter to stop. The driver appar- 
ently did not understand the order to 
halt and paid no attention to it. One 
of the "road agents" immediately 
opened fire on him with a shotgun, 
shooting him through the heart and 
killing him instantly. A passenger 
•who was seated beside the driver was 
also wounded by some of the buckshot. 
The horses became frightened by the 
shooting and started on a wild run for 
Deadwood. but the coach was riddled 
with bullets before it got beyond range 
of the "road agents'" firearms. The 
baffled outlaws got nothing for their 
pains, as they did not dare to pursue 
the vehicle into Deadwood. 


The Deadwood conch was "held up" 


and robbed so frequently that finally 
as a last resort it WHS covered with 
sheet iron to keep out the bullets. The 
coach then went over the route once a 
week, five picked men. all heavily 
armed, under the charge of Scott Da- 
vis, chief messenger, acting as an es- 
cort on these perilous trips. 


The armored Deadwood coach made 


several trips without an attempt being 
made to "hold up" and rob it. But it 
was simply the calm before the storm, 
which resulted in a typical "hold up." 


One day in 1S7S the coach drove up 


as usual to the stage station at Cold 
Springs to change horses. Everything

He suc- 
ceeded in reaching some heavy timber 
near at hand and when under cover 
opened Ore on the five men who had 
held up the coach, wounding one of 
them before they finally drove him 
out of range. 


The four uninjured robbers then com- 


pelled the driver to break open the 
treasure box, which contained $45,000. 
When they had secured the money the 
outlaws bound the driver to a wheel 
of the coach, mounted their horses and 
rode away, leading their wounded com- 
rade where he had fallen. 


The officers of the law speedily got 


on their trail and followed it until near- 
ly all of the robbers were captured 
and most of the treasure recovered. So 
persistent were the oGlcers that one of 
the outlaws was chased to Iowa before 
he was finally captured. The vigorous 
measures of the officers furnished an 
example which had n salutary effect on 
the "road agents," and no further at- 
tempt was ever made to hold op a 
coach on that route.

drifts at Boreas, but when a huge ro- 
tary snowpiow comes whirling up the 
track with three or four engines push- 
ing %igorously behind it the -'tender- 
foot" reserves his decision. 
He is 


still inclined to favor the snowdrift. 
but he prefers to await developments 
before committing himself. 
With a 


rush and a plunge the big rotary is 
hurled itito the white mass of snow. 
Black smoke pours from the engines, 
and the huge blades of the snowplow 
eat relentlessly into the drift. 
The 


snow shoots out of the orifice at the 
side of the plow, forming a huge, white 
semicircle constantly moving forward. 
One can keep track of the progress of 
the plow by following the advance- j 
ment of this rainbow of siiow. Foot by 
foot the rotary cats its way forward, 
and finally it and the engines are 
buried in a huge trench of white. Only 
the stacks of the engines can be seen, 
belching their blackness on the virgin 
garb about them. But the great white 
semicircle never fails to go forward 
until finally the "tenderfoot" knows 
that the drift is being conquered. 
When the regular overland limited 
comes along a few hours later, the pas- 
sengers do not know of the battle that 
has just been fonghr. 
They travel 


through a canyon of snow as they pass 
Boreas, but they have no idea of the 
tremendous force required to cut this 
white path over the ridge of the con- 
tinent; so they go on. all unconscious 
in their Pullmans, while the railroad 
men at the next siding ahead oil the 
rotary and gird up their loins for the 
next battle, which they know Boreas 
will be prepared to give them in a few 
hours. 


The experiences at Boreas pass dur- 


ing a hard winter are duplicated at 
many other railroad parses in the 
Rocky mountains, to say nothing of 
great slren-hes at lower altitudes which 
have always been the favored haunts 
of snowdrifts and which have always 
sriveu railroad men groat trouble. 
It 


is the unexpected element at these 
points that brings a serious aspect to 
the situation. At the passes over the 
Great Divide railroad men are prepared 
for trouble, and consequently serious 
blockades are few, but when word 
comes that a train has failed to fight 
its way through the drifts 100 or per- 
haps 200 miles from the nearest avail- 
able rotary plow thore is consterna- 
tion. 
To get a rotary plow to the 


blockaded train takes time, and in the 
meantime the drifts are accumulating 
on the unused road, and each hour 
brings new menaces to railroad men 
and passengers alike. 


Sometimes even the rotary plow has 


been known to be caught in a snow 
blockade. 
One instance occurred in 


Wyoming. An engineer who had a ro- 
tary plow on ahead and who was mak- 
ing good progress during a fierce snow- 
storm was compelled to run back a few 
miles for water. Instead of taking the 
rotary with him he uncoupled and ran 
iiis engine back, and in the meantime 
the snow gathered so fast over the 
tracks that he was unable to fight his 
way back to the plow. Such instances 
are rare, however, and are only owing 
to the oversight of some trainman, for 
a rotary snowplow with sufficient pow- 
er behind it can eat its way through 
almost anything in the shape of drifts. 
—New York Tribune.

Hi* Old Home 


Altdorf, Switzerland, Feb. 4th, 1903. 


Gentlemen:— Nearly three 
months 


have elapsed since I left Grand Rap- 
ids for Altdorf, Switzerland, my for 
mer home, and I will now take the 
opportunity to write a few lines to 
you that you may know, at least, that 
I am still aliye. 


My voyage here was not a very 


pleasant one, as it was foggy and 
rainy most of the time crossing the 
Atlantic. 
We had some very rough 


weather and severe storms, but none 
of the passengers were frightened, 
all of them had been at sea before 
and knew what to expect at this time 
of the j'ear. 
The Philadelphia on 


which I crossed is a large and staunch 
vessel and well able to face any kind of 
weather. 
The 
accomodations on 


board were very good and the sailors 
were 
very friendly and made it as 


pleasant for the passengers as they 
knew bow. 


Upon 
arriving 
at 
Southampton, 


England, all those passengers going 
further east had to change to another 
boat 
which took them across the 


channel to Havre, France. 
Arriving 


there I took the first train for Paris 
and reached the city on Thanksgiv- 
ing day. 
I remained there all day 


and put in the time in looking over 
the city, and although I was not at 
home and could not talk the language 
of the country, I enjoyed my visit very 
much. The city of Paris is certainly 
full of wonderful sights and a strang- 
er in the city can find many interest- 
ing things to attract nis attention. 
The people are very 
accomodating, 


active and interesting. 


Leaving Paris and passing thru 


France I paid particular attention to 
the farms and fai mers. 
T$ver3'thing 


there looks queer to a person who i=, 
not used to the country. The farmers 
have a way of hitching their horses 
in a line, one ahead of the other when 
they plow or do other team work, but 
in harrowing they hitch their animals 
side by side. 
The land there is roll- 


ing, 
similar to wester a Wisconsin, 


and many beautiful villas are to be seen 
while passing thru France. I stopped 
off at the city of Belford, where one 
of the big battles was fought between 
Germany and France in 1871. The 
forts about the city are immensely 
large. 


Arriving at Basle I remained over 


night and while there I had a chance 
to see the Boer general Delarey and 
his family. The city of Basle is lo 
cated oil the boundary of Switzerland 
and is a very lively place. 
Nearly al 


the 
travelers going 
to and 
from 


foreign countries have to pass thru 
it. which necessarily makes it busy 
there all the time- 


Arriving at Altdorf, my old home, 


I lound myselt almost a total strang- 
er. 
Half my old school friends had 


left the country" and those that re- 
mained had changed so that I did not 
recognize them. 
The country, how 


ever, looked much the same as when 
I left. It seemed almost as familiar 
as when I saw it last some eighteen 
years before. 


Altdorf is a nice little city of some 


three thousand souls and is surroundec 
by high mountains. 
The first tet 


days I spent with my relatives and 
friends who live at Altdorf and vicin- 
ity. 
They were greatly surprised to 


see me once more, for they did not 
know that I was coming, but all gave 
me a royal welcome and entertainec 
mein a manner that 1 will never forget. 


After I had visited ail my relatives 


and friends I started on a trip thru 
the county and cities of Switzerland. 
I also went thru a part of Italy and 
Austria, and while I consider my time 
well spent 
it would take too much 


space to describe 
all of the cities I 


visited in detail. 
Leaving Altorf 1 


went first to Berne, via Lucerne, Em- 
mentha.1. 
Going thru Emmen thai I 


visited some of the cheese factories 
where they make 
the Remmenthal 


Kase. considered 
the 
best 
cheese 


manufactured in the world. 


Arriving at Berne I spent two days 


looking about the city. The most in- 
teresting sights there were the par- 
liament and the monster cathedral. 
I expected to meet the United States 
consul while there, but he happened 
to be absent, so could not see him. 
The city of Berne lies high and the 
country is hilly, making a very pic- 
turesque place. 
The river Aar passes 


thru the center of the city halt-moon 
like, and is spanned by several steel 
bridges. 
Leaving Berne I went to 


Geneva. This city is located on Lake 
Geneva, is very pretty and lively, and 
the people there call it the second 
Paris. 
Here I took a steamer and 


went up thru the Lake to Vevey. 
The scenery on both sides of the lake 
is grand and on the shores are located 
many hotels and 
summer 
resorts, 


thousands of 
foreigners 
spending 


their vacations on the shores of the 
lake. 


At Vevey I called on Dr. and Mrs. 


H. Rosbier and had a very pleasant 
visit with 
them. 
Dr. Rossier is .1 


brother to 
Emil 
Rossier of Grand 


Rapids. 
Leaving Vevey J took the 


Yurr Simplon train to Brique. via 
Montreav, Clarens, St. Maurice, Sion 
arid Visp. The Simplon railroad ends, 
at Bnque, but the company is build- 
ing a 
t u n n e l t h r u Mount Simplon, 


which 
will 
bo a little over twelve 


miles long. When complete this rail- 
road will connect with the Italian 
railroad j.t Domod-Osscla. 
As it is 


now 
all the traffic 
from southern 


Switzerland to Italy has logo bv way 
of Berne, Lucerne Gothard and Milan. 
I remained a day at Brique and put in 
the time watching and inspecting the 
work on the tunnel. About four and 
one-half miles are now constructed 
on each side and it is expected that it 
will be finished in two years. 


From Brique I intended to cross the 


mountains on the 
Turkish pass to 


Goshener, but som.; of the experienced 
ones told me that I liacl better not try 
it, for the snow was deep and the trip 
was an impossibility. Leaving Bri- 
que I headed for Zurich, via Lausanne, 
Yverdon, Newchatel, Solothurn, Oken ' 
and Aaran.

big set of teeth. The Italians call it 
"The Old Woman's Tooth."

was Mount Salvador. The mountain 
is not very Iiig-h but it runs into a 
peak and there is a big hotel built 
thereon. 
A cable runs, to the hotel, 


by the means of which the guests are 
enabled to get to and from the hotel. 
The scenery in this section is certain- 
ly grand and picturesque, but probably 
impresses one even 
more strongly 


who has lived in a Hut country for a 
number of years. 


At Milan I spent the dayin walking 


about the city and found it very in- 
teresting. The cathedral, which is a 
wonderful building, is located in the 
heart of the cit3r and all street car 
lines lead 
to it, and 
the 
people 


are 
very 
friendly 
and 
polite. 


While there I went to look over the 
cemetery and had chance to witness 
an Italian funeral, which was a very 
interesting 
sight. 
The

there is the nicest I ever saw. 


Leaving Milana I returned to Alt- 


dorf to spend Christmas with 1113' rela- 
tives and 
enjoyed a 
pleasant • time 


with them. I then went to luterlaken, 
Bernier Oberland, via Lucerne, Berne 
and Thun. 
The scenery of Bernier 


Oberland is grand. 
Anybody who 


comes here says that they never saw 
any nicer county. 
Yungfrau takes 


the 
attention of everybody coming 


here. A railroad is now being con- 
structed to the top of the mountain 
in order that the tourist may get to 
the peak in an easy manner. 
The 


road is a difficult one to construct, 
for over half the distance is tunnel 
work. 
The route runs up like a wind- 


ing stairway and along the way there 
are many difficulties for the engineers 
to surmount. 
I stayed two days in 


the mountains and had it been sum- 
mer ticael should have stayed a month. 
It is very hard to climb the mountains 
in the winter time, and dangerous 
besides. People who saw the panora- 
ma of Berner-Oberland at the world's 
fair in 1903 can iorm some idea of the 
scenery here. 


Leaving the mountains I started 


for Chur, where I stayed over night. I 
visited the Bishops Palace, which is a 
most beautitul building, but the city 
of Chur is itself a very dead place in 
the winter time and very little busi- 
ness is done there in that season of 
the year. The city is surrounded on 
three sides by mountains, but they 
are not so high as the mountains in 
Berner-Oberland.

Wintherthur. 
The 


country between Rorshach and Shaf- 
hauseri is very nice, similar to south- 
ern Wisconsin. There are no Mount- 
ains, only small hills, with here and 
there very pretty villages. Nearly all 
the manufacturing is done in that 
part of Switzerland for the 
reason 


that it is easier to build factories and 
transport the material 
where there 


are no high mountains. 


The cil3r' of Shafhausen is very in- 


teresting, being located in the vallev 
of the Rhine river. The river runs 
through the center of the citv, and 
below are the beautiful 
Rhinef.Uls, 


which make a grand bight. 
From 


Shafhausen I started back for the 
mountains and Altdorf and intend to 
spend the rest of my time while I re- 
main in Switzerland with my rela- 
tives and friends. 


On 1113' jeurney thru the country I 


have taken in all thj.t was of an3r in- 
terest to me. 
The 
prosperity- of 


Switzerland for the laboring man is 
not very good at present. 
Wages are 


low and provisions are high. The pre- 
sent market price of farm products is 
about as follows: Meat 12 to 18c; but- 
ter 25 to 30c; cheese 25 to 28c: potatoes 
60 to 72; eggs 28c. 
Flour is imported 


from America and sells at £8.00 per 
barrel. 
A good deal of mess pork is 


imported from America also, but the 
Swiss people do not seem to take very 
kindly to it. Since I have been here I 
have seen many kinds of American 
goods, such as carpenter tools, etc. 
The American made carpenter tools 
take the lead now, as all claim that 
they are the best made, which makes 
me feel proud eyen tho I am not in 
the tool-manufacturing business. 


We are not having a very cold win- 


ter here. At Altdorf there is no snow 
and the weather is warm, but un- 
healthy. 
Three-fourths of the people 


have been sick. 
I do not know yet 


when I will return home. 
My rela- 


tives have been coaxing me to sta3' 
during 
the coming summer, but I 


shall not remain that long. 
Hoping 


that the.se lines will find all my Wis- 
consin friends enjoying good health I 
w i l l close.

A worthy parson, on beins: accused

"I always acknowledge 
the fact by raising two finsrers at the 
opening words, and t\vo fingers again 
fit the end of the borrowed matter, to 
indicate quotation ina^ks." 


In the mountainous logging regions 


of Oregon, Washington and California 
logging chutes and flumes have been 
in use for many years, but have been 
practically unknown in the east until 
recently. 


The "slide" is a wooden trough with 


high sideboards built through the for- 
est at an angle of descent sufficiently 
great to givo the logs easy headway 
when the water is turned on. Sharp 
turns are avoided as much as possible, 
as the logs are likely to jam. At the 
necessary turns men are stationed to 
keep the logs moving. Sometimes these 
men fall asleep and "jam" the whole 
slide. 


In the west they have several waj's 


of riding in logging flumes. In certain 
California districts if a logger wishes 
to go to town he takes a few boards 
and in an hour has built a boxlike 
boat. This is placed in the flume, anc 
the current whisks him off. Absolute- 
ly no effort is necessary to complete 
the journey, even steering being out 
of 
the 
question. 
Those 
California 


flumes wind through the mountains 
for as great a distance as twenty miles. 
At some places the flume rider attains 
express train speed. 
In others his 


frail 
craft winds 
around desperate 


curves on the edges of deep canyons 
and gulches. 


In Washington and Oregon they uso 


logging chutes instead of Humes. Those 
are stoutly built of heavy logs, so 
placed as to form a groove, in which 
the logs run by gravity. 
Water and 


grease are introduced at points where 
the grade is low. 


At Lowell. Snohomish county. Wash., 


on the line of the Great Northern rail- 
way, there is a long and particularly 
steep logging chute which, until the 
country was logged our a few years 
ago, brought millions of feet to the riv- 
er each year. 
They tell the story of 


the terrible ride which an insane 
Swede once took upon the back of a 
big cedar. He was cook at a camp at 
the head of the flume and one morning 
lost his mind. When the loggers were 
not looking, he fastened straps to the 
top of a big log which lay in the chute 
ready to start on its flying trip toward 
the river. As they pushed the log off 
the cook sprang upon it -with a loud 
cry. 
There wa« no stopping the log, 


and the loggers considered the cook as 
good as a dead man. They did not 
think that he would be able to hold on 
as the loc: slid around curves on its 
seven mile journey. 
There was the 


danger, too, that the log -would roll 
over and grind him to powder. In the 
chance tint ho micht make the ride, 
they telegraphed to the mill on the riv- 
er and told the men to look out for the 
crazy Swede.

Why, I've got a regular morgue back 
there for the repose of uncalled for bot- 
tles of medicine. I keep the stuff in- 
definitely, hoping that in case the cus- 
tomer has not boon carried oil by sud- 
den death she will show up again some 
time and ask for the bottle. If I hap- 
pen to know the delinquent's address, 
I send it around C. O. P.. but people 
who make a practice of ordering medi- 
cine that they never intend to take are 
riot apt to leave their card with the 
druggist.

business aro women, and many of their 
proscriptions have boon written by out 
of town doctors se\i-ral months or, in 
some csi^es, years ago. 
In such cases 


the customer probably has no intention 
of coming back for the medicine, but 
merely wi^lio^ it compounded through 
somo freakish f:mcy.

Onion Lore. 


Xo morn red onion* for me. Nobodv 


seems to want them, and they are u 
drus in the market, while ihe demand 
is brisk for jellow onion*. I shall plant 
uo more pink Pri/.etakers. Yellow ones 
are good enough for me. 


The imported Spanish onion is quite 


subject to the attacks of black rot fun- 
gus, and n hirge proportion of the bulbs 
brought to this country are spoiled for 
use by it. The Gibraltar onion has the 
same weakness. Evidently it is of Hie 
same'blood. The only tinner we can do 
is to sell and use these large onions as 
soon as possible after harvesting. 


A reader risks for some bints on how 


to grow onions. It's a big subject, too 
big to give many details. Try the new 
onion culture. (Jet a little seed of Prize- 
taker or Gibraltar and sow as early as 
possible in a box in the house or in a 
hotbed outdoors, making rows one and 
a half or two inches apart and sowing 
the seed rather thickly, say at the rati; 
of one ounce to twelve square feet of 
bed. 
Push the grouth all you dare to. 


and cut oif one-third of the tops when 
top heavy. Then plant out in good soil 
in early spring, with three or four inch- 
es space between o.icli two plants in 
the rows and the rows fourteen or fif- 
teen inches apart. If this is followed, 
you will be liable to grow very large. 
tine bulbs.—T. (Jiviuer in Farm and
